Water Control Is 
Nearing Reality 


Stating that, “Water has become 
our slave instead of our master,” 
Donald D. Bock of the Central and 
Southern Florida Flood Control 
District summed up Florida’s par- 
aroxical water situation in an ad- 
dress at Florida A and M Univer- 
sity today. k 

Speaking to the sixth annual 
| economic and resource-use educa- 
tion workshop, Bock traced the 
history of too much and too little 
water in Florida for a period of 
more than 100 years. \ 

He said, “During 100 years be- 
tween 1848 efforts to control water 
were motivated by a single pur- 
pose: drainage. 
modern efforts to control water 
are motivated by many purposes 
instead of this single purpose and 
these include drainage, flood con- 
trol, and water conservation in'ad- 
dition to other purposes.” 

Bock, who is head of the FCD's 
Division of Planning and Re- 
search, described how the present 
day Central and Southern Florida 
| ona Control Project is rectify- 

ing the errors of past drainage 
plans and solving the problem of 
“too much water in the wrong 
.place at the wrong time.” 

He described how, paradoxical- 
ly, the drainage works begin by 
“amilton Disston in 1881 in ‘the 
Kissimmee area, the Everglades 
Drainage District works south of 
Lake Okeechobee and the Army 
Engineer’s great dike on the south 
rim of that lake are all coordinated 
into the multi-purpose flood con- 
trol and water conservation plan 
now underway in central and 
southern. Florida and yet each was 
originally designed for a different 
function.
